PREFACE. 



THOUGH^thc publifhing a new arrangement of the Scottifh 
coinage has long been an objeA worthy attention, yet it has 
hitherto been' totally negleded. It muft be allowed, that nothing 
tends more to elucidate the hiftory of a country, than its coinage. 
But, amongi the various attempts that have from time to time been 
made to raife the confequence of Scotland, by corroborating fome 
important fads in its hiftory, how few have appeared in the numif*- 
matic line ? Anderfon's Diplomata ct tiumifmata Scotiae^ is a book 
very juftly admired, and its ufe is univerfally known. Buty from 
the great price it now brings, few are able to purchafe it, merely 
for the coins alone ; at any rate the book is feldom to be met with. 
Snelling on Scotti(h money is very defedive, maay of his plates are 
fo badly executed, that they fcarcely bear any refemblance to the 
pieces they mean to reprefent ; befides they often totally difagree in 
the defcriptive part, and the book has now become remarkably 

fcarce. 

From thefe and fimilar motives, the author was induced to pro- 
ceed in a work which was begun, merely to employ a leifure hour, 
and was at laft finiftied after two years clofe application and ftudy. 
Whatever its merit may be, an impartial public will determine. It 
is not to be fuppofed that a publication of this kind, where fo many 
requifites are neceflary, can be altogether free of errors. What 
materially hurts works like this, is the inability of one perfon to

carry on the whole, as it feldom happens, that the power of execu- 
ting the defcriptive part is joined to a fufEcient degree of know- 
ledge in the art of engraving, to enable him to finifh the plates^ 
without which, the greatcft difficulties muft be encountered* For 
a confidemble tiin^ pad, no period-has produced more collectors of 
ancient coins and medals, than the prefent ; from this circumilance^ 
it is to be hoped, that the following work will be the more accep- 
table to the public. 

Before the invention of money, mankind bartered goods with 
each other J but this mode of trafficking was liable to many incon- 
veniencies. Another was adopted; a piece of leather, ftamped with 
a certain . figure, . was exchanged for its fixed value in cattle, or 
goods. This fpecies of money was foon found inadequate to the 
purpofe for which it was at firft intended. The traffick with ftran- 
gers for certain articles, which this ifland did not produce, rendered 

* - 

it neceflary to oflfer in exchange fomething that could anfwer its va- 
lue better. This firft fuggefted the ufe of metals, which, oh ac- 
count of their intrinfic value and durability, were the beft calcula- 
ted for the intended purpofe. Each cut his metal into the fize and 
form that beft fuited* his end, according to the demand of the fel- 
ler, and the value ftipulated. It was ufual at that period to go to 
market laden with metal, and to carry the inftruments for dividing, 
together with fcales for weighing it. This was extremely trouble- 
fome, and it was found convenient to have, pieces ready weighed, 
and different weights being required, all thofe of the fame weight 
were diftinguifhed with the fame marks or figures. At length, 
owing to the frauds pradifed, both in the weighing and in the a- 
dulteration of the metal, it was deemed neceffary to interpofe the 
public authority. Then firft appeared the ftamps or impreffions pn 
money ; to which fucceeded the names of the moneyers, and after- 
wards the head of the Prince. The date, legend, and other pre- 
cautions, came into ufe, to prevent the alteration of the fpecies.

At whatever time the coinage of filver was firft introduced into 
Scotland, it is very certain^ that no filver coins have been found 
which can, with the leaft degree of certainty, be afcribed to any 
Prince prior to WiJLLiAM the Lion, who began his reign in the 
I i6j* It has been aflei ted, and by a refpedable author, in an Ef- 
fay on Medals, l*tc)y pubUftied, Tlifit tho coins whiph have been 
generally afcnfeed to this King, belong to Willism the Conqueror. 
But it is hoped, that he, as well as others who (entertain this idea, 
will be convinced that William of Scotland d^d coin, and hiad no 
iacppfidexable variety of mintage. The firft plate exhibits eighteen 
coins of this Prince. The firft fifteen have the inoqteyers name and 
pl^ce where ftruck, clearly evincing them to be Scottifli. No i. 2. 
and 3. are of Edinburgh, No 4. and 5, of Perth, No 6. 7. and 8. 
of Roxburgh, No 9. and 10. of Stirling, and No i'3, 14. and 15. 
of Berwick, all of which places at that period belonged to Scotland. 
At the fame time, it muft be allowed, that, had not thefe pieces 
been difcovered, a doubt would have remained whether he ever did 
coin. The ftile is extremely rude, far inferior to thofe of the Con- 
queror, and they were difcovered in a corner of the countiy where 
it can hardly be fuppofed that any of his coins could ever be car- 
ried,' in fuch a quantity as were found together j and, indeed, there 
is a convincing argument in favour of my aflertion, which is, that 
a very confiderable number of the coinage of Henry 11. of England, 
who was contemporary with William of Scotland, were found mix- 
ed with the former colledlion. Perhaps I may be blamed for gi- 
ving an account of the manner in which they were found ; but it 
marks the aera of their firft difcovery, and authenticates the coins 
of which I have given the figures. 

In the year 1 780, in digging a foundation in order to enlarge the 
church of Dyke, near Invernefs, in the north of Scotland, one of 
the workmen, when removing the earth, near the fteps which led 
to the burial-place of Brodie of Brodie, difcovered fome of thefe 
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pieces in the fide of the trench he was making ; he was cunning e*- 
nough to clofe up the place immediately, and went to another fpot. 
At night, he returned, and, with the afliftance of his wife, private- 
ly conveyed away the whole mafs, which muft have been very 
valuable. He was a poor man, but he foon became a confide-^ 
rable farmer. Great part of the coins that came into filverfmiths

hands, were quickly melted, as they were fine filver ; however, 

Mr Brodie's alliduity, after hearing that fuch a difcovery was made, 
faved fuch a number as was fufficient to afcertain what varieties 
there were in this coinage. The Society of Scottifli Antiquaries are, 
through his generofity, poffefled of about a hundred of them, many 
of which are very perfed. The different coUeftors have fhared in 
this curious difcovery, 'from the pieces being at firft difperfed by 
the means of itinerant pedlars. 

It appears ftrange, that fuch a number fhould be found together, 
when, during fo great a length of time, from the firft beginning of 
the ftudy of coins, none bearing the leaft fimilitude to them have e- 
ver appeared in any cabinet, except one publiihed by Snelling, in his 
View of Coins (Iruck by Englifh Princes in France, page 40. and 
41. which is faid to have been found in the Ifle of Man. 

No 1 6. is ruder than any of the former, and the reverfe very 
different froip them, as well as the two following. No 17. has a 
reverfe which inconteftably proves it ScottUh, befides the town of 
mintage {Perth). No 18. has only the moneyer's name, the fame 
as No 16. Where thefe coins having Hve Walter^ which often oc- 
curs on William^s money, were ftruck, cannot be eafily afcertained, 
but may be fuppofed to have been at Edinburgh, hve. Wa. Ed. 
appears on fome of this kind.

It is to be hoped^ that enough has been faid to induce the anti- 
quary to coincide in opinion with regard to the appropriation of 
thefe coins to the Prince to which they belong. 

To thefe fucceeds the money of Alexander II. There are two 
given of this reign, a larger and a fmaller, both coined at Annan, 
and one coined at Berwick of the latter fize y befides thefe two pla^ 
ces of mintage, there were thofe of Roxburgh, Edinburgh, and 
Perth.* 

With regard to the coinage of Alexander IIL the varieties are 
numerous. Mr Hamilton of Glafgow, a learned antiquary, and 
well ikilled in the knowledge of coins, has divided thofe of thia 
reign into fix claifes. 

1. Hexagonal ftars in the quarters. 

2. Star and mullet alternately* 

3. .Mullet in each quarter.. 

4* Mullet in each quarter ; two points in two of the quarters.

It has b«cn fuppofed by many, that the infcription D^mifms PrO" 
teiior^ &e; now firft intfoduced by David !!• as the legend of the 
reverfe of hie money, atiuded to his deliverance from captivity ; 
but it is certain that this legend v^as not peculiar to bim ; feveral of 
his fucceflbrs ufed the fame ; the Englifh, and French likewife ufed 
it* It vras ppobaWy copied from the trench moneyi as it is found 
on an old French coin in * a Colledion of all the European coins 
^ of goW and filver,* engraved and publiflied at Antwerp, Anno 
1589. 

David II. The varieties of coinage in this reign are very nume- 
rous, and fome of them peculiar. In No 15. Pellets are introduced in 
two of the quarters, which is the only inftance that occurs in this reign 
or the next, and did not become general till Robert III. in imita- 
tion of the Englifli coins. No 20. is a moft remarkable variety, 

and very different from any which has hitherto appeared. Inftead 
of beginning the legend with the King's name, it has Moneta Re^ 
gis. D. The remainder of the name and title is found on the re- 
verfe, avid. Rex. Sector. This rare piece, which may be almofl: 
termed an unique, is in the poflfeffion of Dr Wright of Glafgow,, 
who was fo obliging as to allow it to be copied for this work. 

Robert II. This King's coins are perfedly (imilar to thofe of his 
predeceffor, except the name. And in two inftanccs only, on a groat 
of the mint of Edinburgh, and the Dundee mintage, the letter B. is 
put behind the head. Various difputes have arifen with regard to the 
fignification of this letter, fome fuppofing it to be a mark for the 
piece belonging to Robert Bruce, others that it is only a mint mark. 
That it cannot belong to Robert Bruce the following authorities are 
quoted, Bifhop Nicholfon, in his Scots Library 1702, fays, ** / 
** think he (David II.) ivds the Jirft King of Scotland nvho coined 
** Groats y Snelling, in his View of Scots coinage 1774, fays, 
** The types of the penny ^ halfpenny^ and farthing are the fame as 

" before.

Ruddlman, in his preface to Anderfon^s Diplomata Scotiae, oppo- 
'£es thefe opinions. ' He remarks, that, *^ although the coining pen- 
^' nies came at firft from the Englifli to the Scotch, it may be doubt- 
** ed whether the Engtifli or Scotch firft coined thefe fort of [Meces 
** of four pennies in value, which the French called Gros, the Ger- 
^* mans Grofche, we Groats. Speed gives us the figure of a groat 
ftruck by Edward I. of England ; but Nicolfon (hows, that that 
coin of Edward was rather of Edward III. or IV. but certainly 
not of Edward I. ; for he affirms, no -coins of that kind were 
ftruck before Edward III.'s time. But there are many groats of 
David IL extant, who was cotemporary with Edward III. and 
coined in different places. Many of them which bear the name 
" Robert^ arc to be feen in the colleftion of coins in the Advocates 
*• Library at Edinburgh; but which of the Roberts this may be, it 
is not eafy to determine, Nicholfon and Anderfon, following his 
authority, rejed all the groats that have the name of Robert, 
from being the coin of Robert Bruce, for this chief reafon, that 
** none of the coins of that fort .were then ftruck in England, and, 
therefore, afcribes all thofe which exhibit the proiile of the King 
looking to the right, to be of Robert II. but fuch as exhibit him 
*' full-faced, to Robert III. But Mr James Sutherland Royal Pro-^

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^ feffoT 6f Botany^ a moft accurate collcdor; anil' fcarchet into alt

I have thus given you the opinions of men learned in antiquity,, 
on both fides of the queftion, leaving it to better judges to deter* 
mine which authority bears the flronged marks of probability.

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tnoiiey we fee it upon. But Martih Folkes, in his Account of Eh- 
gliih coins, publiflied for the Society of Antiquaries in England, 
1745, page 15. fays, " King Henry VII. firft placed upon his mo- 
^* ney the arched or the imperial crown, as it is now commonly 
^* xaUed, and by this particular his coins are readily diftinguifhed 
*• from all thofe of his predeccflbrs. This money, however, has 
•• been generally afcribed to King Henry VI. ; but, befides that, fe- 
^ veral of the mint marks to be found on it are either badges ufed 
by King Henry VII. or the fupporters of his royal arms« The 
weight does afcertatn it to be his beyond all doubt.*' 






From thefe authorities it is certain, that an arched crown was 
firft ufed in England by Henry VII. who fucceeded to the throne 
in 1483 ; and, from the French coin mentioned, there is alfo.a cer- 
tainty, that an arched crown was not ufed in France before the year 
1 5 15; for, although Leake, in the paflage above quoted, aflerts, 
that Henry VI. was the firft who appeared with an arched crown 
:on hit coin, yet he remarks, that Henry VII. was the firft that We 
can be certain ufed it» And Martin Folkes has demonftrated, that 
all thofe coins with an arched crown, which are attributed to Hen- 
ry VI. do, by the marks they bear, belong to Henry VII. 

From the time of the firft coinage of money in this country, in 
the reign of William the Lion, till James V.'s reign, the Englilh 
model was the rule with refpe£t to the Scottiih coins. In imitation 
of them, we ftruck the penny, from the time of the above William 
till the reign of David II. who, copying after his contemporary King 
Edward III. of England, firft ftruck the groatd and h^Uf groats for 
circulation ; which, with their fub-divifions, as in England, were 
the only fpecies of filver coin we had till the reign of James V. 
The fame Edward who ftruck the firft gold coins for currency in 
England, was imitated in this fpecies by his contemporary Robert II. 
before whofe reign there was no gold current in Scotland, t 

. It 
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It has been already faid, that Henry VIL was the firft Englifli 
King who aflumed an arched crown on his coins, whether the 
crown with which he was inaugurated had arches or not, is by no 
means material. It is, however, certain, from the defcription of 
the Scottifh crown in the inftrument taken when it was depofited 
in the caftle of Edinburgh, anno 1707, that the arches at prefent 
on it were added by King James V. ; and it is v£ry natural to fup- 
pofe, that when Henry VII. took that mark of imperial fovereign- 
ty, his fpirited fon-in-Iaw James IV. who fucceeded to the crown 
of Scotland in the; year 1488, only three years after his father-in- 
law^s acceflion, would, agreeable to the pradice of his anceftors, 
adopt this material imptovement in the appearance of his coins ; 
and, therefore, I am induced to believe, that he was the firft of the 
Scottifh Kings who was reprefented with an arched or imperial 
cjpown on his coins. The three following authorities fe'em to con- 
firm this opinion. 

I fhall^r^ mention an engraved genealogical tree of the royal fa- 
mily of Scotland, executed in the time of King William and Queen 
Mary^ in which are reprefented the portraits of all the monarchs of 
Scotland from King Malcolm III. each of whom, down to James III. 
inclufive^ is adorned with a crown of the fame form with that on 
their refpedlive coins ; but James IV. and all the fucceeding mo- 
'narchs are reprefented with arched or imperial crowns. 

Secondly y In the numifmata of Thomas Earl of Pembroke and 
Mpntgpmery, colleded in the reign of Charles 11. engraved and 
publilhed in quarto, the coin attributed to James II. is given to 
James IV,

If Robert I. coined gold, it is 
moft natural to fuppofe, that his fucceOTor David IL would imitate 
him ; but none of his have ever been heard of. Had there been a 
coinage, among fuch a number of cabinets as are formed and form- 
ing, furely David's money muft have been known. The learned 
Nicholfon, whoTe knowledge was very extenfive, is of this opinion, 
and founds it on the fame arguments that he ufes in the (ilver coins. 
That Edward III. was thp firft who ftruck thefe kind of coins in 
England, and he reigned after Robert I. of Scotland. 

Prior to the reign of James L of Scotland there is nothing in the 
publick a£ts relating to the gold money. In 15 14, which was 
the year he returned to Scotland, after his captivity, he enaded in 
parliament. That both the gold and filver coin ihould be conform 
with that of England, in finenefs and in weight. 

The gold money of Scotland was (imtlar in figure, fize, and ihape^ 
to thofe of other nations, particularly the Englifh. Till the reign 

of James V. the pieces were generally of a large and broad furface, 
but very thin. This Prince was the firft who dimini(hed their fize, 
by increafing their thicknefs. ' The moft remarkable are ihofe com- 
monly called the Bonnet-pieces, which were ftruck of native gold ; 
in beauty and elegance of workmanihip, they approach the neareft 
to the Roman coins, and very much furpafs all the coinage of Europe 
at that period, or even fince. 

Wi^h regard to the denominations of the different coins, there is 
an unfurmountable diflSculty. Moft of the Afts for the coinage of 
particular pieces were never printed, nor b there any other way of 

afcertaining 
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tfcertaining them at this diftance of time. It is probable^ that^ in 
this, as well as in other particulars, we followed the example of 
the Engliflif who gave their gold the general name of Florins, from 
the Florentines or Tufcans, who then excelled all others in the art 
of refining and ftricking gold and filver coins ; they were fometimes 
called Nobles, becaufe they were compofed of the nobleft or pureft 
metal. In the early periods, it was cuftomary with the Englifli to 
give the gold the fame name with the filver. The Florins of the 
largeft fize were alfo called Pence, their halfs, halfpence, the quar« 
ter, quadrants and ferlings ; but afterwards, their h^mes were dep- 
rived from the devices imprefTed on them : The angel took its name 
from the figure of the angel trampling on the dragon. The rq/c 
noble from the £ngli(h rofe furrounded with the regalia. Reals and 
fovereigns from the icon of the King, or from other fymbols of fo- 
vereignty. For fimilar reafons, the names Florins and nobles firft 
diftinguifhed the Scottifli coins ; they were afterward denominated 
Lions, from the figure ufed as the arms of this kingdom. The 
Scottiih gold is fo termed jn the public ads and private contrads. 

With regard to the finencfs of the gold coinage of this country, 
I. have fubjoined a table fhowing the inirinfic finenefs, &c. to which 

I refer. At the fame time, I muft remark, that, from this table it 
appears, that, during the period, from the reign of •Robert II. in 
IJ71, to that of Mary in 1556, the gold was i.ioz. 1% pnv. iSgr. 
fine, and o oz. i piv. 6gr. allay. During Mary's reign, it was 

II oz. fine and i oz. allay; except for a part of James VI.*s reign, 
when it was only 10 oz. lo/w. fine, and lot. io/>a«/. allayj the 
finenefs continues the fame. 

As to weights, a confiderable difficulty occurs in afcertaining, with 
precifion, what were the real weights of the different pieces. Thc# 
ads of parliament ordering the mintages, are filent as to the weight ;* 
they only give the finenefs, and what they (hall be currcftt^fof.-

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The weights, at they now are, feem a very imperfed rule, a8 there 
are few or none in good prefervation : Such as 1 have weighed, I 
(hall give. The St Andrew of Robert II. weighs generally 38 gn 
that of Robert III. 60 gr. the St Andrew or lion of James II. 48 ^r. 
This continues the only device till James III. introduced the unicorn 
holding the (hield ; the largeft of thcfe weighs 48 gr. the half in 
proportion. Thofe of James IV. are the fame, except No 3. of 
plate II. which weighs 57^r. No 2. weighs iggr. The bonnet* 
piece, No 5. and 9# of plate II. weighs 72 gr. its half, No 1 1. and 
quarter. No 10. in proportion. Of Mary's, No 14. weighs 32 ^r. 
the lion, with her cypher, No 15. and 16. weighs 78 ^r, and the 
golden ryal, with her buft, dated 1555, 11$ gr. 



Before I enter into the defcription of the following plates, I beg 
leave to obferve, that, in the whole of the Scottiflx gold coinage,, 
there does not appear the name of a (ingle town ; confequently, we 
have no rule for afcertaining the places of mintage; but, from the 
numerous mint matks in mod of the reigns, it may be naturally 
concluded that* there were feveral mints. I could have wifhed ta 
have given a diftind account of thofe particular mint marks which, 
have come to my knowledge ;. but it will readily occur to every 
perfon, that the defcription of them here would not anfwer the pur* • 
pofe ; and the engraving every variety would have required at leaft 
double the prefent number of plates, and increafed the price too 
much in propoition to the real value. 

RoRERT IL The legend of the reverfe of two of this King^s 
coinage is very (inguJar ; and, as its meaning may not be obvious,.

Robert HI. No. 5. his Scotmu^ and on the reverfe is Xnmv. 
apparently blunders in the pe^fon who made the dye, as the laft can- 
not be meant as a contradion of the legend. 

James I. On No. 9. of this rcign^ the legend is changed to 
Sal'uutn^fac Populum Tvum. The varieties in the gold coins of this 
Ring are very numerous, as well as his filvcr : The legend is divi- ^ 

ded by fleur de lis, fmall croiTes, annulets, &c.

James II. The vroxADoe^ on' the reverfe of No. 10. is placed as 
a contraction of Domine. 

James III. The legend is again changed, vrhich being long^, is 
contracted in many different ways; but is to be read Exvrgat Deus^ 
et Dissipentur^ inimici^ ejus. On one, in the word immici^ the two 
firft letters are comprehended in the letter N. which method was 
much ufed in ancient infcriptions. There is a variety having the 
fame legend, Exurgat Deus^ &c. on both fides, only contraded dif- 
ferently. On the fide with the unicorn is, Exugat^ De^ et^ Disip ' 
cnt^ Nimici^ e^ on the other, Exvrgat^ Ds^ r/, Disipet^ inimici^ es. 

James IV. The four coins given of this King are quit? diffe- 
rent from each other. No. 16. has the fame legend as the laft, on- 
ly the figure 4 after the name. No. 1 7. the King armed on horfeback, 
fv^ord in his right hand, alfo' regarding the right. No. 18. the fame 
as that of James I. No. 9. plate I. only having Ilil after Scotorum, 
The legend of the reverfe of this is ftrangely coritradied, Salum^ Fac^ 
FPIvVj Tw, Dne^ for Sahum^fac^populumy Tuum Domine. In No. 2; 

and 3. of plate 3. the King on horfeback regards the left, his fwOrrfv 

■ 
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in. his left hand ; Jiis .name an4 title is on the fide with the fhidd^ 
which was. before the reverie^ ^p\. II.). 

James V. No. 4. has Filia Edinhbug. It is to be obfervedt that 
blunders feldom occur on the, coins of this reign. He is the firft 
King who inferted dates on his money. The letters C K behind the 
head of this No. 4. were probably the initials of the mint-mafler's 
same. No's. ^. 9. 10. and 1 1. are what were commonly called the 
Bonnet Pieces, and, as I have mentioned, were of gold found ia 
Scotland, The crofles on each fide of the fliield of No. 7. have bee« 
by fome miftaken for the figures XX, who from thence inferred tha^ 
it was ftruck to pafs for twenty pounds Scots. But it does not weigh, 
as particularly mentioned in Nicolfon's Bibl. Scot pag. 299. more 
than one ounce and three drops, which, according to the table of 
gold, fays Ruddiman, would fcarcely amount to the value of nine 
pounds: Beddes, two crofles, exadly fimilar to thofe, are found up-* 
on a coin of the fame kind, but of a much fmaller fixe, No. 8« 
which fliews that they never were intended as the value of the pieccg 
but as a fymbol of the Chriftian religion. At any rate, it was th^ 
opinion of Nicolfon that thefe two weie medals. 

Mary. No. 12. is, except the two fmall crofles at the fide of 
the fliield, exadly alike to No. 7. and 8. of her father. No. 14, 
has M R. for Maria Regina. On No. 14. are the letters I G. on 
the fides of the fliield, for James Earl of Arran, who was then go- 
vernour of Scotland. Nicholfon, page 301. fays, that thefe letters 
were for the initials of James Stewart Earl of Murray; but it is cer-p 
tain, that, in the year 1553, James Hamilton, Earl of Arran in Scot-* 
land, and Duke of Chattleherault in France, was governour of thq 
kingdom.; and that James Stewart, above mentioned^ was not created 
Earl of Murray before the year 1567, by James VI. No. 15. the 
revcrfe bears a cypher, containing Maria Regina. Thefe cyphers 
or monograms were firft ufed in feal rings, afterwards in the coins 

of 
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of the Eaftern empires^ and the reverfe of fcaU, &e. No. i6. it 
much the fame, caly the letters I O are placed on each fide of the 
cypher inftead of cinquefoils, as in the laft« 

Mary. Plate III. No i. and a. are the teftoon and half. No 
5. feetns to have been a medal. 

^ jA3f£S VI. . No 5.. was called the rofc-noble of Scotland. No. 
7. and 8. have the infcription, Poji. 5. et 100, &c. meaning that 
rhere had been 105 Kings before him. But, according to our heft 
hiftorians, there were 107, unlefs the two Baliols were excluded 
out of the number, as being deemed ufurpers* No 9. I fhoold i- 
magine^ was intended aa a medal. The Hebrew chara3;ers in the 
reverfe are very fingular. No la and la are dated from 1593 to 
1 60 1. By the legend Spero tneliora^ James would feem to indicate 
his hopes of fucceeding to the throne of England. The dates of 
No II. and ly are 1601 and i6oa. 

• Plate IV. After the acceffion of James to the throne of England^ 
he changed the type of his coinage altogether ^ he now aflumed on 
his reverfe the iicottifh Briti(h arms crowned ; on the face of his 
largeft piece, himfelf in profile crowned, wielding a fceptre in his 
right hand, in his lift bearing a globe, enfigned with a crofs. On 
his fmaller money, his buft alone in profile, crowned. On No 4. 
there is the rofe crowned, on one fide ; in the reverfe, the thiftle 
crowned. The piece No i. was firft called the Unite, on account 
of the union of the two kingdoms under one Prince ; they after- 
wards obtained the appellation of Jacobus's and broad pieces ; they 
were ftruck about the 23d of February 1605, and from thence to 
the 14th of April 1613. Their value was at 20 £ngli(h (hillings j 
afterwards they increafed to 25, which was 12 pounds Scots. No 
2. is half the fize, pafiing for fix pounds Scots, called thq Double 
Crown. Thf legend of the reverfe is Henricus Rofas^ Regna Jaco^ 
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tus: I /ball beg leave to add Mr Anderfon's explanation of this, in 
his own words, " Id. e/?,-Henricus VIII. Angliae Rex, (qui utriuf- 
" que heres erat) domum Eboracenfem (cujus fymbolum erat rofa 
" alba) et Lancaftrienfem (cujus fymbolum erat rofa rubra) in u- 
" num conjunxit, Jacobus VI. R. Scotiae, ejufdem Henrici (extinc- 
" tis ejus liberis) ex proavi fui Jacobi IV. cum ipfius forore Marga- 
" rita conjugio, itidem heres, Scotiae et Angliae regna feliciter ad- 
" unavit." No 5. the fourth part of No i. paflcd at three pounds 
Scots. This and the preceding were ftruck in the years 1602, 
i^oj, and 1604. No 4. was commonly called the thiftle crown; 
its value was 48 (hillings Scots ; the dates of this coin are 1605 and 
1606, alfo 1611, 1612, and 1613. No 3. bore the fame value as 
No 4. No 6. is of Charles I. except the legend, fimilar to No i. 
of his fither's. It was called the Carolus yacobus^ to diftinguifli it 
from the other piece of the fame King, which wanted the imperial 
globe, and was called the Carolus \ its value was 12 pounds Scots. 
No 7. is perfedly fimilar to the double crown of his father No 2. 
No 8 pafled for three pounds Scots, being the fourth of No 6. No 
1 1« has the profile turned to the left; the value was fix pounds 

» 

Scots. No 10. its half; No 9. the fourth part. No 12. has a le- 
gend different from the former, but was, in all refpeds, perfedly 
fimilar to No 6. 

Of Charles II. there was no gold coinage in Scotland. With 
regard to this, Anderfon, page 104. fays, ** Nefcio qui fadum fit, 
** ut quamvis regnantibus Carolo II. ejufque fratre Jacobo VII, 
" nummi argentei aereique ingente, apud nos, copia excufi fue- 
** rint, nulli tamen ex ayro percuffi, ex officina noftra monetaria 
•* toto eo tempore prodierint." No 13. and 14. are of William II. 
and were ftruck of the gold remitted by thcDarien Company. They 
arc thus defcribed by the above author : ** Sole autem exoriente, 
^' qui fub regis effigie, repraefentatur, defignata videtur nobilis ilia-, 
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" ctil id notnefi erat, navis bellica a Societate noftra Africana (ad 
** ^am Darienii^ ilia colonia fpeda'bat) negotiandi cauIa inftru£ta.*' 
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Confiderable diflEiculties occur in arranging the coins of the firft 
James's in the billon plate. From the beft authorities, we learn, 
that there were none of t?his fpecies -ftruck by James L Its intro- 
duiflion was owing to the great incrcafe of the price 6f filver, which 
came fo high in the reign of Mary, that groats and half groats could 
no more be coined, except in billon of four parts copper and one 
of filver; which, according to the author of the Eflay on Medals, 
whom I beg leave to quote, had been praftifed by James II. III. IV, 
and V. He adds, all the Scottifli copper coin, down to James VI. 
may be fafely regarded as black money, being of the fize of groats, 
half groats, and pennies, and intended to go as fuch. Hiftorians 
mention, that one of the chief crimes imputed to James III. was 
his coining of black money, and the copper, as it is called, attribu- 
ted to James II. III. IV. and V. is all of this defcription. In the 
reign of James VI. the copper coinage began, and fpeedily increa- 
fed in its fpecies. Various were the denominations under which 
they paffed in this and the fucceeding reigns. The Atkinfons were, 
it is thought, to be only the bawbee coined about the year 1582, 
when the money bore to the Englifli as i to 8 ; but, upon its fall- 
ing as I to 12, a third was added, and they went for 8 pennies; 
bas-piece was its real name, from the firft queftionable fliape in 
which it appeared, being of what the French call bas billon^ or the 
worft kind of billon ; it correfponded to the French fol, and Englifli 
halfpenny ; and the penny Scottifli, now equal to the French de^ 
nier^ was but the 12th part of an Englifli penny, the fixth of the 
bawbee, and the half of the bodle. Fynes Morrifon, in his Itine- * 
rary printed 161 7, fpeaks of other coins called Placks of four pen- 
nies Scottifli, and hardheads of one and one half \ the plack is an' 
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ideal coin at this preTent time ia Scotland, and the hardhead is only 
the French hardie Scotified, fays the author above mentioned. 
There is no great wonder that French coins were very current in 
Scotland during, and after the rciga of Mary, when we confider 
the ntimbers of French employed in the Scottifli civil wars. He 
afterwards inferts a table of the old Scottifh copper coins..

This coinage continued the fame through the reigns of Charles L 
and II. Copper Scottifh coins of the firft are, however, the fcarceft 
of any. The bodle of James VI. has the lion rampant upon the 
face fide, and the thiftle on the other ; but thofe of his two fuccef- 
fors have C. R. or C. R. II. with the thiftl? on the reverfe. The 
Scottifh pennies of Charles II. are not very uncommon, they weigh 
only ten grains. After i66o, we hear of two pennies, bodies, and 
turners, the lafl being another term for the bawbee, by Ruddiman^ 
derived from the French turnois ; but apparently fo called, like ma- 
ny other Scottifh coins, from the monier's name. I have thus ven- 
tured to give fuch extracts from the RfTay on Medals as have refe- 
rence to this matter, as I think it by much the beft work I have 
feen of the kind, and a mod ingenious |[(erformance, fo far as I can 
judge; and I would, therefore, recommend it to every perfon who 
intends turning their thoughts to the fludy of this branch of anti- 
quity. 

James II. Plate I. No i. 2. and 3, were certainly ftruck by tjiis 

King. It having been already obferved, that James I. did not coin any 

billon 
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billon money. No i. has an annulet on each fide of the neck. This 
we obferve as a mint mark of James 11. 's (ilver money ; befides, the 
form of the letters are much older than any of the following coins. 
No 2. is exafkly fimilar to the lilver coin I have given, from the 
beft authorities, to James II. plate V. fig. 8. No 3. is much the 
fame as No i. having the annulet in the angles of the crofs, in the 
reverfe, dividing the three pellets. No 4. and 5. are of a different 
type ; but, upon comparing the letters in the legend, befides ha* 
ving crowns in the reverfe, i do not h^fitate to give them alfo to 
James II. Of James III. I have only one. The ftar, or fpur-revel, 
m the centre of the orle, in the reverfe, in my opinion, determines 
it to belong to this reign. There may be many varieties of this, as 
well as the others, I have inferted ; but all I have met with of this 
type, having an orle on the reverfe, as alfo. No i. 2. 3. are much 
defaced, owing to this circumftance, that, as they were coined for 
the ufc of the poorer fort of people, their circulation became fo 
much the greater, coiifequently they are in very bad prefervarion, 
when compared to the iilver and gold of ihe fame period. 

No 7. diftinguiflies itfelf to belong to the Fourth James, having 
always the figure after his name ; the reverfe is fimilar to thofe 
of James II. crowns in the angles of the reverfe ; but the letters of 
this and No 6. are very different from the former, being thofe of 
the modern alphabet. 

James V. No 8. and 9. are the half and whole ; the largeft weighs 
commonly 26 and the other 13 grains. 

No io« and if. of Mary, are fimilar to the two lad, and of the 
fame weight; the largeft was what was commonly called the plack. 
There are feveral varieties of this piece, in the cpntradions of the 
legend, and in the limbs of the faltyre ; fome having R. others 
Regina^ D. and Dei. &c. ; in the reverfe, the faltyre often differs, 
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rometimcs plain ; others have one fraaller faltyrc fuppreCBng the 
other, bcfides being ftruckboch of billon and pure copper. No iz. 
is on the face fide the fame as the former ; the reverfe has a croik 
potence, with fmali ones in the interftices. This is the only coinage 
which appears but that of Edinburgh. At what period (his and the 
former were coined, I cannot fay. The filver coinage, with this 
laft reverfe, are dated in 1556, 1557, and 1558; we may, there- 
fore, fuppofe this to have been (Iruck ia i ss^f ^^ there ia a coin 
with the date, No 15. of the fame year and reverfe; after which 
period, all her coins feem to have been dated. No 13. has her buft 
full faced. This, in the catalogue of the coins in the Advocates Li-* 
brary, is placed as her firft coinage ; but I can fee no reafon for a(f 
figning it any particular place ; it can only be faid, that, having np 
date, it muft have been ftruck on or before the year 1556. The 
fame catalogue places No lo. and 11. after (he became widow by 
Francis's death ; but I fhould rather think myfelf right,. a» they aK 
fo want a date, and, befides, have a perfe£t refem}^ance to thofe of 
her father, and, probably, of the fame dye, with the alteration of 
the name only. No 14. is of pure copper, dated in 1557. Seve- 
ral of this kind I have feen, with a heart and ftar punched in, from 
which circumftance it has been given to Morton ; but, I am \ed 
to think, that it was only meant to diftingui^h the real coin, after 
a difcovery that this piece had been counterfeited. No i6« dated 
1558, was ftruck juft before her marriage with Francis. No 17. I 
have met with of fine filver, billon, and pure copper ; its date is al- 
fo 1558, and was ftruck immediately after her marriage. No x8. 
like No 14. has a ftar and heart punched in, and is dated 1559* No 
19. with the arms of Mary and the Dauphin joined, is alfo dated 
in 1559. 

The copper coinage of James VI. are all without dates, as 
are thofe of Charles I. and II. The reverfe of No 20. has two 
points behind the lion, which denotes the value, two pennies.

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No 21. is wafhed over with filver, and pafTed for eight pennies, or 
four Bothwells, this was called the Atkinfon. No 22. is of cop- 
per, and pafled for two pennies. No 23. and 24. alfo of the fame 
value. 

Plate II. Exhibits the Scottifh Britifh coins, that is, after the ac- 
ceffion of James VI. to the throne of England. Of this King there 
are only two. No i. was called the Hardhead. The reverie has 
two points behind the lion, to denote its value of two pennies. No 
2. its half. 

No 3. and 4. of Charles I. are perfedly fimilar to No i. and 2. 

Of Charles II. No 5. and 7. are what were called Bothwells, of 
the value of two pennies. No 6. is the half. No 8. is alfo a Both* 
well. No 9. the bawbee, pafTed at fix pennies. 

No. 10. of William and Mary, was of the fame denomination*. 
No II. its half* 

No 12. of William, was likewife the bawbee; and No 13. its 
half, equal to the farthing Englifh.

Being, taken prifoner by Henry's army, he was car- 
ried over to that Prince, then in Normandy, and confined till he 
paid the ranfom of 40,000 merks Scots. It may, therefore, be 
deemed not an improper conjedkure, that, while lefiding abroad, 
he fhould engage, and fend over to Scotland, foreign artificers for 
the purpofe of coining money to pay this ranibm, which may ac- 
count for the legends of this his firft coinage being French j befidesr^

ALEXANDER III. 1249, 

Succeeded his father in 1249. During his minoricy, the CumminSy^ 
a powerful fadion, managed the affairs of the nation : The public 
revenue was fpent by them, and the fubjeds of all ranks were op- 
prefled. He married Margaret, daughter to Henry III. of England j 
which Henry, on account of the youth of his fon-in-law, took upon 
himfelf his guardianfhip ; the queen dying, he afterwards married 
Jolet, daughter to the Count de Dreux. During his reign, in the 
year 1263, 'Acho king of Norway, with 150 fhips^ landed 20,000 
men at Air, and laid claim to the Weftern ifles, after having reduced 
two of the largeft of them. He was attacked by Alexander Stuart, 
grandfather to the firft of that name, king of Scotland, who totally 
routed this army of Norwegians at Largs near Air ; Acho with dif- 
ficulty reached Orkney, where he died of grief. Alexander made 
many falutary laws, and was efteemed to be a good king. He died 
in the 37th year of his reign, by the accident of his horfe falling with 
him near Kinghorn in Fife, when on a journey to vifit his young, 
queen. He left only a grand-daughter who died unmarried.

ROBERT BRUCE, 1306- 

IN the year 1306, after an interregnum of more than 9 years from 
John Baliol's refignation, Robert Bruce defcended from the 2d 
diaughter of David, Earl of Huntingdon, mentioned before, after 
various druggies veith Edward I. of England, at laft obtained the 
crown, and, during a reign of 24 years, he was the glory of the age, 
and died regretted by his people, both as their father and their king.

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DAVID BRUCE 11. 1329, 

While jet an infant, fucceeded his father in 1329, He was 
forced to fly and abandon his kingdom to Edward Baliol, fon to 
the late King John Baliol, who was powerfully affifted in his en- 
terprize by Edward III. of England, and held the crown about 
four years. It may not be improper to obferve, that, during Ed- 
ward Baliol's government, there was no mintage in this country, 
at leaft no coins bearing his name have Deen difcovered; for 
which reafon we (hall proceed to David, who, after an abfence 
of nine years, returned from France, where he had fled for pro- 
tedion in the beginning of 1342, and having declared war againft 
England, was, after various vicifliitudes of fortune, totally defeated 
near Durham and taken prifoner ; he remained in England about 
eleven years, and was at laft ranfomed for 100,000 merks of iilver. 
He died in the 41ft year of a reign full <»f troubles, without iflue.

DAVID BRUCE, dying without iffue, was fucceeded by Robert, 
fon of Walter Stewart, the Eighth hereditary Lord High Steward 
of Scotland j he was the firft of the Royal Line of Stewart. He 
married, firft ^, the beautiful Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Adam 
Moore of Rowallan, an illuftrious knight ; after her deceafe, he 

married Euphane, daughter of Earl of Rofs.

S. 2. places to have hap- 
pened in the year 1334, againft his antagonifts, confirming hb opinion from a ra-* 
riety of charters publifhed in that rare and fcarce Trad. 
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In the beginning of his reign, he had frequent wars with Eng- 
land, in which he was fuccefsful. Anno 1387, was fought the fa- 
mous battle of Otterburn, between Earls Douglas and Percy, Ac- 
cording to Buchanan, the Englifli forces were totally routed ; 1840 
were flain, 1000 wounded, and 1040 taken prifonersj amongft the 
latter were Henry Piercy and his fon. This vidory coft the Scots 
dear, by the death of Douglas their valiant leader, who, covered 
with wounds, fell in the beginning of the engagement ; but which 
event was, by his own. defire, kept fecret till the battle was over,

ROBERT III. 1390. 



AFTER a reign of nineteen years died Robert II. He was fac- 
ceeded by John his eldeft fon by Elizabeth More ; upon his corona- 
tion he changed his name to Robert, from whence he was common- 
ly called Robert, yohn Fernzier^ that is, iaji year. This change of 
name he was induced to make, becaufe that of yohn was hateful 
to the Scots on account of Baliol. Robert III. is, by all authors, 
allowed to havq been one of the beft of men, but could not be rec«^ 
koned a great King ; for, in fadl, he had but the name of King, 
and, as he was a weak man, his brother took charge of the govern-* 

H 2 ment. 
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ment, and was made Duke of Albany by Robert, who was the firft 
who created Dukes in Scotland. About this time the Univerfity of 

St Andrews wasereded*. In 1406, after various viciflitudes of 
fortune, Robert HI. died of grief, on account of his fon James, 
(afterwards the firft of that name who reigned in Scotland J, whom 
he had fent to France to avoid the tyranny of his uncle the Gover- 
nour before mentioned, and who, in his voyage, was, by a ftorm, 
unfortunately driven on the coaft of England, and there detained a 
prifoner for more than nine years f. The Governour dying, his 
fon Murdoch fucceeded, who, difpleafed at the infolence of his fons, 
ranfomed James, and brought him home in 1423. In 1419, the 
Earl of Buchan was made Lord Conftable* of France, for having, 
with the auxiliaries fent thither under his command, defeated the 
Duke of Clarence, the King of England's brother. 

(TjK^^.) In this King's reign, the type undergoes a confiderable 
change, from the profile face tp the front full face, and that com- 
prehended in a rofe, without any fceptre ; and, in the reverfe, the 
ftars and fpur-revels in the angles of the crofs are changed for three 
pellets, as in the Englifh mintage, to which they bear a great affi* 
nity.

JAMES I. 1406, 



SUCCEEDED his father in April 1406, being yet a prifoner in 
England, where he was detained till 1423, when he was ranfomf (^, 
as Redpath, in his Border hiftory, p. 388. fays, for ^..^ 4^,000 Ster- 
ling. He married Jean, daughter of John Earl of Somerfet, fon of 
John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancafter, who was of the blood Royal of 
England. She was the moft beautiful woman of her time. By 

her 
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her he had twins, the youngeft of whom fucceeded his father, 
(he elded dying when an infant. James was a little man ; but 
ftrong and agile* According to Buchanan^ he was of quick wit, 
well learned, a good politician, every way accomplifhed for go- 
vernment^ and an excellent poet. He was bafely murdered at 
Perth, in the thirteenth year of his reign, by the Earl of Athole, 
and other aflaffins, who burft into his chamber, and, in the prefence 
of the Queen and her Ladies, perpetrated the horrid deed. The 
darknefs of the night favoured their efcape ; but they were after- 
wards apprehended, and fuffered the punifhment due to their enor^ 
mous crime. It may, perhaps^ appear trivial to mention an inci* 
dent which happened at the time of this murder; but thofe who are 
advocates for the great ftrength of mind which many women pof- 
fcfs, will pardon it. When the confpirators were breaking into the 
room, (the bolt of the door having been purpofely carried away by 
one of the traitors), a lady of the name of ^Douglas moft couragi- 
oufly thurft her arm into the ftaples, inftead of the bar, and thus 
endeavoured to fave the King; but, alas! her arm was foon broke 
by thefe attrocious ruffians, and the Monarch fell a victim to their 
rage, and was pierced with many wounds.

JAMES II. 1437, 

WHEN about feven years of age, fuccecdcd his father. On ac- 
count of his extreme youth, Alexander Livingftone was chofen Re- 
gent, and William Crighton Chancellor. Under their government, 
there was almoft a continual warfare with England, befides con- 
ftant broils at home with the Douglafles, becaufe Archibald Earl of 
Douglas was rejeded as Viceroy. Their arms had various fuccefs. 
Added to thefe misfortunes of foreign and domeftic wars, a famine 
and peftilence prevailed for two years, with fuch violence, as to 
kill thofe it attacked in a day's time. In 1449, James married Mary 
of Guelderland, of the blood royal of France. In the year 1460, 
when befieging the caftle of Roxborough, he was unfortunately kill- 
ed at the age of twenty-nine, by the wedge of one of his own guns, 
as he was direfting a battery. He had all the qualifications, (fays 
an old author) neceflary to make him fuch a Prince as one would 
chufe to be, if the gifts of nature could proceed from choice. He 
was both graceful and lovely ; he had a handfome body, a graceful 
mein, a grave behaviour, and a robuft conftitution. He left iflue, 
James who fucceeded him, Alexander Duke of Albany, John Earl 
of Mar, the Ladies Margarei and Cecilia.

JAMES 
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JAMES III. 1460, 

AT the age of feven years, fucceeded to the throne of his father. 
To this Prince fled Henry VI. of England for afliftance, when o- 
vercome by the Duke of York, At which time, Berwick was de- 
livered to the Scots, in order to fecure their favour, and it remain- 
ed in their pofTeflion till the year 1482. In the 1468, James mar- 
ried Margaret of Denmark, a Princefs pofTeflfed of every accom- 
plifhment fit to adorn a great and good Queen. The jealoufies and 
difcontents of many of the nobles, which had long fubfifted, at laft 
broke forth in open rebellion, upon the profpe<3: of a marriage in- 
tended betwixt James and the Queen Dowager of England, Marga- 
ret being now dead. If this union fhould take place, it was dread- 
ed that James might difcover from her the perfons who had been 
guilty of an intention of depofing, if not of murdering him. As 
Ihe was an adlive, fubtle, and defigning woman, there remained 
not a doubt, but that flie was well acquainted with the many con- 
fpiracics entered into by the Scots Lords with her firft hulband, 
James, at laft, found it neceflary to fecure himfelf in the caftle of 
Edinburgh, at that tim? a ftrong fort, which the rebels blockaded, 
but could not befiege. Here he was fafe, and would, in a few days, 
have found Iximfelf at the head of an army of 40,000 men, raifed 
by the Earls of Huntly, Errol, &c. who were on their march to 
join him; but, unluckily, taking the advice of thofe who either 
wanted judgment, or wiftied his deftrudlion, he left Edinburgh 
caftle, and proceeded to that of Stirling to meet his troops. Upon 
his arrival there, he was denied entrance by the Governour, and, 
receiving notice that the rebels were at hand, he was compelled ei- 
ther to fight, or make his efcape by fea. He determined to hazard 
an engagement, which happened on the nth of June 1488; the 

refult 
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refult of this was the total rout of his troops. In his flight, whe- 
ther by being wounded, and not able to keep on horfeback, or by 
his horfe falling under him, he was overtaken, and inhumanly mur- 
dered by Ibme of the confederate nobles, in the twenty-ninth year 
of his reign, and thirty-fifth of his age. He left three fons, James, 
who fucceeded him, Alexander, created by him Marquis of Oimond, 
Earl of Rofs, and Lord of Brechin, but afterwards made Duke of 
Rofs, and provided to the archbifhoprick of St Andrews j and John 
Earl of Marr, which two laft died without ifTue,

JAMES 
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JAMES IV. 1488, 

t 

SUCCEEDED his father in the fixteenth year of his age, and 
was crowned on the 24th of June 1488, being juft thirteen days 
after the murder of his father. About this time came to Scotland^ 
that famaus impoftor Per kin Warbeck, who perfonated the Duke 
of York, whom he much refembled, but who had been dead for 
fome tim^. He pretended, that he bad found means to efcape 
from the Tower, when his brother Edward was murdered by Ri- 
chard III. This Warbeck was fet up by Margaret Dutchefs Dowa- 
ger of Burgundy, lifter to Edward IV. af England, out of hatred 
to Henry VII. By her art, he had been received as the perfon he 
reprefented in Portugal, Ireland, France, Flanders, &c. He was 
pofTefled of a ready wit, and the melancholy ftory of his fufferings 
was credited by many. He met with a favourable reception at E- 
dinburgh from James, who gave him in marriage the Lady Ka^ 
iharine Gordon, daughter to the Earl of Huntly^ whofe perfon^ 
beauty, riches, rank, and virtue, concurred to make her a fit match 
for a great Prince. In behalf of this adventurer, the invafion of 
England was undertaken, with a confiderable army ; but without 
effed. After having experienced great viciffitudes of fortune, at 
James*s lequeft, he left the kingdom, atid went over to Ireland.. 
Soon after, he was taken by Henry's forces and put to death*. 
J^mes, in the year 1502, married the IVincefs Margaret of England ; 
but, fome time afterwards, quarreling with Henry, the Englifli 
invaded; SiGot land. James, inr return, entered England, and took the 
caftles of Norham, Wark, Ford^ Etel, and others. But, aa a confide- 
rable part of his army deferted on account of the want of provi- 
fijDi)$, &c« the great force which James brought with him, was re- 
duced to a few of the nobility, with their friends and vaiTals. In 
this dreadful fiituation^ in the neighbourhood of the Englidt power, 

be 
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kt V9^^ prctailcd tipon to take aA advantageous poft for the encamp- 
ineat of hia armf , which the tngUfli pe^ceiTing, marched as if they 
intended to pafs him, and invade Scotland. James, not being a* , 
ware of this feint, quitted his poft, and came down to the low 
grounds. Both armies met in Floddcn- field. The fight was main- 
tained with the greateft courage till night, when both armies with- 
drew. The Scots loft near 5000 men ; the Englifti about the 
fame number. Among the Scots were flain the flower of their no- 
bility. The King was fuppofed by many to have fallen in battle ; 
but others afl5rm, that having efcaped from the field, he was pur- 
fued and murdered by one of his own nobles. It has been a pre- 
vailing report in that country, that, a confiderable number of year$ 

ago, a fkeleton, with an iron chain round the waift, was found a- 

« 

mong the ruins of Hume Caftle, which was fuppofed to be that of 
James, as he is faid, by feveral authors, to have worn fuch a chaiO| 
as a punifhment for his unnatural rebellion againft his father. In a 
manufcript hiftory of Scotland, written by the Earl of Nithfdale, 
and prefcrved in the Scots College at Doway, it is faid, ' That, du- 
ring the ufufpation of Cromwell, a fkeleton, girded with an iron 
chain, and inclofed in a bull's Ikin, was found among the ruins 
of the old caftle of Roxburgh ; and that the iron cham wKic*ii 
King James IV. did at no time lay by, made people generally be- 
lieve, that it was Xhc body of that Prince which they had difco- 
vered ; but that the nation being then in fubjeftion, there was no 
way to make a further trial of the matter ; fo the fkeleton was in- 
' terre4 without ^ny ceremony in the common burial pjajce.' Jamea 
had, by his Queen, four children, James and Arthur, who died 
young, James, who fucceeded him, and Alexander, who died a 
child.

JAMES V. 1514, 

SUCCEEDED his father in the year 15 14, when but two years 
rtd : After various ftrugglcs by the Queen and her party, John Duke 
of Albany was chofen Regent. About the year 1537, he married 
Magdalen daughter of Frances L King of France, who dying foon 
after her coming into Scotland, he married Mary daughter of Claude 
Duke of Guife. After a life full of troubles and difquietudes, he 
died on the 13th of December 1542, having reigned near twenty- 
nine years.

oz. fine, the pound tale will be increaied to above L. 1 1*. We are 
informed by Mr Balfour, in his account of the cunzie, page 292. 
that, at the death of this King, the ounce was worth 19 s. 9d. and 
confequently t^e pound L: 1 1 : 1 7 : o. As to thti di&tente, it i» left 
to future judges to determine. 

After this reign, the groat is no more heard of. It had, for near 
two centuries, been the largeft piece in Scotland. When firft in- 
troduced by David Bruce, it was of the fame intrinfic and nominal 
value as in England, that is, four pennies ; it was now reduced to 
about three fifths of the old weight, yet it pafled for between four 
and five times its firft value, as was the cuftom in France, Germa- 
ny, and Italy, where the grofs, grofch, and groflb,. were continu* 
ally raifed in their nominal value ; whereas in England, notwith- 
ftanding the groat has been diminifhcd in its intrinfic value, yet the 
nominal has always been fourpence. 



MARY, 1544. 

THE beautiful but unfortunate Mary fucceeded her father when 
only a week old. To obtain the Vicegercncy of the kindgom^ Car- 
dinal Beaton counterfeited a will of the late King, naming hi mfelf 
and three affefTors to that office. However the cheat was foon difco* 
vered, and James Earl of Arran was chofen Regent. An embaflfy 
was fent about this time by Henry VIII. of England, to treat of a 
match between Mary and his fon, afterwards Edward VL which 
was agreed to in Parliament i but the Cardinal and Bifhops, dreading 

that 
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that a change might be efieduated thereby, made an oppoHtion, 
which was fo powerful, that the agreement was broke. On this ac« 
count, Henry declared war againft Scotland, and, invading that 
kingdom by iea and land, burnt Leith and Edinburgh, betides de- 
ftroying many places of lefs note on the borders. In the year 15559 

the Queen Dowager was chofen Regent by the States, in the room 
of the Earl of Arran: And in 1558, Mary her daughter, was mar* 

ried to Francis IL then Dauphin, afterwards King of France, on 
the death of Henry II. his father. The Queen Dowager was a wo« 
man of great wit, and had a mind very much difpofed to equity ; 
but, being warmly attached lo the French intereft and the Catholic 
Religion, her government was the occafion of conftant feuds and 
broils^ which ended only with her death in June 1560. In the De- 
cember following, died Francis in the feventeenth year of his age; 
and Mary, finding her refidence in France difagreeable, after the 
death of her huiband, flighted by the Queen mother, and forfaken 
by the tribe of courtiers which appear only in the fun-fhine of pro- 
'fperity, and being folicited by her fubjeAs of both parties to return 
to her native kingdom, refolved to undertake the voyage. Altho* 
refufed a fafe condudk by Elifabeth Queen of England, fhe arrived 
fafe at Leith in Auguft 1561, after an abfence of near thirteen years. 
She was received at her landing with the higheft marks of joy and 
regard ; but, notwithftanding every effort, it was impoffible to con- 
ceal from her the poverty of the country, and (he was condudted to 
Holy* rood* houfe with little pomp. A Princefs accuftomed to the 
utmoft fplendor and magnificence, could not fail to obferve this 
change in her fituation, which deeply affected her. In September 
following, (he made her public entry into Edinburgh ; on which 
occafion there was nothing neglefted, which could exprefs the af- 
fedlion and duty of the citizens towards her. But, among the page* 
ants difplayed in the proceflion, they introduced many reprefentations 
of the vengeance which the Almighty had infli^ed on idolaters, 
thereby teftifying their abhorrence of that religion (he profefTed. 

M 2 She 
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She had many felicitations of marriage from foreign Princes. Her 
hand was alked by the Archduke Charles, Ferdinand's third fon ; 
Don Carlos of Spain, and the Duke of Anjou, the brother of her 
former hulband. But many circumftances happened which diverted 
her thoughts from a foreign connexion : From political views, flxc 
wifhed an alliancetl/oith the family of Lennox ; but, afterwards on 
an interview with Henry Steuart Lord Darnley, the eldeft fon of 
that family, (he determined to marry him, notwithftanding every 
oppodtion. He was at this time in the bloom of youth. In beauty 
and gracefulnefs of perfon, he furpafled all his contemporaries, and 
excelled to a great degree in thofe accomplifliments which add eafe 
and elegance to external form, and which enable it not only to daz- 
zle, but to pleafe. He was, however, a man of a weak underftand- 
ing, and violent paflions. Added to thefe, he had that infolence, 
which the advantage of external form, when accompanied with no 
quality more valuable, is apt to infpire. 

The condu£k of a man of this kind could not fail to create great 
difguft amongft the nobles, which was increafed by his attaching 
himfelf ftrongly to David Rizzio, an Italian of very low birth, and 
fon of a mufician at Turin. Rizzio having been made French fe- 
cretary to the Queen, by degrees, got great influence over her, 
which he ufed in behalf of Darnley, who was at laft married to 
Mary in July 1565. 

It is unneceflTary to relate by what me^ns the events which after- 
wards took place, were brought about, as they are well known. 
Perhaps it may be thought, that what has been faid is fuperfluous ; 
but it was done with a view to mark particular dates, which appear 
to be neceflfary in the confidcration of the coins of this reign, where 
the variety is fo great. A difcuflion of her condud, whether guilty 
or not, of aiding in the murder of her hufband, is not intended to 
be introduced here. That matter has already been amply treated of 

by 
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by fome of the mod eminent writers, men of great learning and 
knowledge, though differing in their opinions. One circumftance 
muft not be omitted. A coin with Mary's name alone appears, 
dated 1556, which is fome what ftrange, as Damley was then alive. 
This coin is given No 22. Plate VIII. I have never met with any 
of the larger fize bearing that date, nor, indeed, with a duplicate. 

it might be fuggefted, that this date is an evident fign of the hatred 

> 

(he bore to her hufband ; but this is left to the judgment of the 
reader. The many misfortunes which were the confequence of her 
marriage with Bothwell, the reputed murderer of her hufband, and 
her tragic end in 1587, after a life of forty- four years and two 
months, almoft nineteen years of which ihe fpent in captivity, are 
generally known. 

I have ventured to place at the head of this coinage a piece 
which lately appeared. It has the cypher of Francis and Mary, 
though dated in 1553, which was five years before her marriage 
with the Datiphin. Various haVe been the conjeAures with regard 
to it. The legend is uncommon. Diligite Ivftitiam appears on 
feveral gold coins of this reign, and of the fame year ; but 1 have 
never before met with it on a (ilver coin. What was the intentioa 
of (Iriking fuch, is left to better judges to determine. The piece is 
in good prefervation, and there is no appearance of any miftake ia 
the dye. Its. weight is two penny- weights.

JAMES VI. 1567. 

JAMES VI. was placed on the throne on his mother's refignatioo^ 
which happened in July 1567, when he was but a year old. From . 
this period^ till he took the reins of government into his own hands 
in 1578, there were four Regents. The Earl of Murray held that 
office till 1570, when he was murdered by Hamilton of Bothwcll- 
haugh at Linlithgow. To him fucceeded the Earl of Lennox, who 
fell in a (kirmifli with the Queen's adherents in September I57i» 
The Earl of Mar was chofen in his room, but died in Odober 1572^' 
The Earl of Morton, who long had wiihed for this office, but who 
had been difappointed by the fuperior interefl of the Earl of Mar 
and his party, now meeting with no oppofition, was eleded Regent, 
and continued to exercife his power with the utmoft oppreffion and 
feverity, till the nobles at laft^ roufed by the injuftice with which 
they had been treated, prevailed with the King to aflfume the govern- 
ment himfelf, which he did in March 1578. Morton at firft pre- 
tended to refign with joy ; but his condud afterwards (hewed he 
quitted it with the utmoft regret. Notwithftanding his being degra- 
ded from the high office which he held, he had the power to com- 
mit many enormities ; his enemies at laft prevailed ; he was tried, j 
condemned, and very foon after beheaded in June 1581. During 
this reign^ in the year 1588, the famous Armada was fitted out 1 
by Philip of Spain to conquer England. Its hxt is well known; fuo* 1 
eeflive ftorms and battles confpired with their own bad conduA to 1 
luin this cnterprife^ In November 1589, notwithftanding the ef- 
forts. 
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forta of Queen EBfabetbi to perfuade him to the contrary, Jame§ 
married Ann of Denmark. In 1603, he fucceeded to the throne of 
England by the death of Elifabeth, who died on the 24th day of 
March; in the 70th year of her age, and the 45th of her reign« It 
may not be thought rmproper to mention, that James's title 10 the 
crown of England was by Margarets eldeft daughter of Henry VJL- 
who was married to James IV. of Scotland, by whom (he had King 
James V. who was fucceeded by his^ daughter Mary, mother of 
James-VI. of Scotland, and I. of England, by Henry Lord Darnley, 
fon to Matthew Earl of Lennox, by Margaret Douglas, daughter to 
King James IV.'s widow. Lady Margaret of England, by her fecond 
. hufband the Earl of Angus. By which means he was allied to the 
crowns of England and Scotland, both by father and mother. Af- 
ter a life of difquietude and trouble, he died at Theobalds, the 27th 
of March 1625, in the 22d year of his reign as King of England, 
and 48th as King of Scotland. By his Queen he had two fons and 
three daughters, of all which, none furvived him except Charles 
his fucceflbr, and Elifabeth who was married to the Elector Pala- 
tine. James was of a peaceable temper, and efteemed the mofl: 
learned Prince of his time, and perhaps that ever fat on the Englifh 
throne..

SECOND fbn of James VI. of Scotland, and Firft of England, 
\)j Anne of Denmark, was born at Dunfermline in Scotland, No- 
vember 19th 1600, and fucceeded his father in 1625. 'He was^ . 
when two years old, created Duke of Albany; When his father fuc- 
ceeded to the crown of England, he, and the red of the royal fami- 
ly were carried to England, where he advanced confiderably in learn- 
ing, under Mr Thomas Murray. Soon after his acceflion, he /hew- 
ed the (Irongeft attachment to the Catholic Religion, which, in the 
end, produced the mod dreadful confequences. The druggies he 
had with his parliament broke out into open rebellion. They each 
declared one another's armies and adherents traitors. The battles 
fought by them were numerous, and the fuccefs various. At lad 
depped forth that independent fpirit Comwell, who foon decided^ 
the fate of the Monarch. The hidory of the unfortunate Charles, 
is too well known to require any thing further being faid.

A Proclamation for reforming fundrie inconveniences touching the Coynes of his 

M. Realmes. 

JAMES, by the grace of God, King of Great Britanne, France, and Ireland, defen- 
der of the Faith : To our loveds 

meflingers, our fheriffs in that part, conjun<Slie and feverallie, conftitute, greeting, For- 
famikle as Wee, and the Lords of our fecret counfale, having confideration of the great 
hurt and prejudice that divers of our lieges have fufteined, and daylie fufteine, through 
the clipping, roungeing, impairing, and diminifliibg of our proper coyncs of golde, 
both old and new, committed by numbers of avaritious and godles perfons, who, pre- 
ferring their own privat and unlawfijll gaine to the common weale, and all others dueties 
of refpeA and confideration, brings in within this our klngdome, diminifhes and puttes 
out amongft our fubjefts all forts and fpaces of golde, farre under and within the juft 
weight ; fo that this our country is filled with a greate quantitie of lighte gold, which 
bath commoun courfe, without controlment, efpecialie among the ignorant multitude, 
who are fensUs of their own harme, and lookes no foorther but to the peece, without 
regairde either to weght or fynnefe : Whereas, if the receiving and delyveric of our 
coyne were by weght, according to the politic and ordour of others countryes, not only 
would the abufe of diminifhlng of the faid coyne ceafe, and be of longer continuance, 
but our fubjeAs would be fure to receive their paymentes in good coyne, holding weght 
and fynnefse. And wee being cairefuU that the faid abufe of diminifhing of our coyne 
may be remooved, and the inconvenients following thereupon prevented and fuffered 
to have no foorther courfe nor progrefse : Therefore wee, with advyfe of the Lords of 
our fecret counfale, have found it meet and expedient, that in all tyme coming, after 
the publication hereof, our coyne of gold, old and new, of the particular fpaces and 
peeccs under-written, (hall be received by weght ; and that fuch peeces (hall be lighter 
then the particular weghtes, and the remedies and abaitments after fpeclfied, may be 
lawfullie refufed in all kynd of payments \ that is to fay, the new Englifh peece of 
fyne angell gold, called the Rofe-Ryaii^ and marked on the one fyde with the number 
of XXX. the remeid and abaitment fhall not exceed three graines.

venient expedition. And therefore his Msyeftie, with acbile txf his iaidis nobilities 
councell^ and eftattos forefaidis, has concluded and ordained* and bee their prefentes 
ratifies and apprievis die lawes alreadie maid, anent the dilchargeing of the daylie raifing 
of the prices of gdd and iilver. And ordainis, that all and findrie peribnes, tranigreC- 
foures of the faidis lawes in raiGng of the faidis prices, fsdl be called, tiered, and poniih*- 
ed therefore, with all extremitie. And forder, that hss Hienefle, with adrife of his 
faidis nobilitie, councell, ;md eftaites forelaldis, hes thocht meetc to declare and make it 
manifeft, that fra the *i 7th daye of May infiant, the cmncetof filvcr cvinaied in ten Hul- 
ling peeces, and the uther finaller peeces of eUevin penoie fine, cuinzied accacding !• 
the lafte a£le of parliament, fall ftande at fiftie ihiUinges, and the awld thvettie ftilUog 
peeces, being of the IBce weicht and fine6e, at the fame pnce, and the new tfarettie ifaiL- 
ling peeces^ being three quarters of ane ounce, at threttie-leven IhilUnges lex pennies 
and the aulde and new twentie and ten fhillinge peeces according thereto /tiv mto, and 
the ounce of golde, of twentie-twa carrets fine, being his Hienefle awin coinzie, of five 
pounde and fiftie ihilllnge peeces, (ell alfwa tbande at threttie pounde the ounce. And 
. forder, that the fpcces of money, and finefle thereof, to witt, of elleuin pennie fine in 
filver, and twcntic-twa carrctte fine in jgold fall be cuinzied, and have courfe hereafter, 
conforme to the adtes of parliamente maid thereanent ^ and that all merchandes, or 
utheris perfcncs, tranfportcrs of the fame foorth of this realme, be tryed and punifheft 
according to the faidis lawes and aAes forefaidis ; and fik-like, that na foreine cuinzie 
of gold or filver fall have courfe amangft his Hienefle lieges hereafter, hot be haltille in- 
brocht to ferve as bulzicon to his Majefties cuinzie-houfe ; and all gold, filver, or uther 
cuinzie, quhilk fall be brocht within this realme hereafter, quhair-unto his Hienefle fub- 
jefts ar aftri£ted to bring in bee his Majefties laws as bubueon, the ^«nce thereof hebg 
of twelve denieres, or being baflcr, and fupplied bee compt and quantitie to be woorth 
twelve deneires ; the merchandes in-bringers thereof fall have ^e ounce of his Hie- 
nefle awin cuinzie of ellevin denieres for evrie ounce of bulzieon brouht in maner fore- 
faide, and of all forcioe cuinzie that they fall voluntarlie bring in to the cuinzie-houfe 
of the faide ordinar bulzieon, that there be onliethe threttie pennie thereof retained to 
his Majefties profite« And alfwa ordainis, that all the faide lieges conform themfelves 
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ia this mater of cuinzie> to the will, declaration, and determination of his Majeftle, hir 
nobilitie, councell, and eftaites forefaid ; and on na-ways take upon hande to breake, 
or contraveenc the famin in ony part, as they will anfwcre to his Hienefle, upon their 
obedience, at their uttermaift charge and perrell, and under the paines prefcrived in his 
IlieneiTe lawes to be execute upon them without favour. And to this effeft, that the 
Thefaurar and his deputes, infift and feeke the execution of the paines and punifliments 
prefcrived in the faidis lawes againft the contraveeners thereof, with all rigour and ex- 
tremitie, as they will anfwerc to his Hienefle, upon their office and obedience ; and that 
the general maifter cuinzieour, warder, counter warder, maifter cuinzieoiir, afTayer, fin- 
ker, meltare, forger, and all uther officiares of his Hienes cuinzie-houfe, proceed'e to the 
cuinzieing, ftricking, and forging of new cuinzie, according to the lawes alreadie maid, 
and this prefent a£te and ordinance, as they will anfwere to his Hienefle upon their 
offices : And to the eflfe^l his Majefties fubjcfts may be refolved of the prices of all 
golde and filver to be brocht be them within this reahne, and quhilk the maifler cuin- 
zeiour fall be aftriftcd to paye to them, conforme to the tcnour of thir prefents, he fall 
be aftri£ted to have openlie affixed in his houfe of exchange ane authentick table, to be 
maid be his HiencflTe commiffieners, appoynted to that cflTeft, contcinand the particular 
price of all fpeces of foreine gold and filver, ufuallie in-brocht within this cuntrie, ac- 
cording to the availe, weicht and fines thereof; and the clerk of his Hienefle regifter 
caufe imprint thir prefents, and oil uther a£ls maid concerning the cuinzie, cuftomes, 
andbulzeion, quhair throw his Hieneflie' fubje£les pretend na ignorance thereof; quhilk 
a£le abone^written our faid foveraine Lord, with advife of the faidis eftaites in parlia- 
ment, ratifies, apprievis, and confirmis in all poyntes, after the tenour thereof; and 
decernis and declaris tbe famin to have ftrength, force, and effeA of an law and afte 
of parliament in all time coming; 

Cap. 9. Ail anent cunyie and bullion. 

Our foveraigne Lord and eftaites of parliament, having at length reafoned anent the Pari. \6. at' 
ftate of the cunyie, as the fame is prefently current within this realme, declares that in j^^^'^'^urgh,. 
this prefent parliament they will on no wyfe alter the fynnes nor prices of the cunyie, 1600. 
either of gould or filver, but that the famine have free pafl'age and courfe hereafter as 
it prefently gives. And becaufe his Majefties eftaites underftands that there is gi-eat 
fcairfitle of cunyie for the tyme within this realme, therefore hes given power and com- 
miffioti to the Lords of his Highnes fccret counfal, for ordour taking anent the hame- 
bringing of bulyeon for furnifhing of the cunyie-houfe, and difcharging the tranfporting 
and away taking of gould, filver, and uther forbidden geare, under the paine of punifli- 
ing of their bodies and goods, according to the difcretion of the faids commiffioners, . 
whereby the countrie may be furniflicd with aboundance of cunyie of fik fynnes and 
pryces as the famin prcfentlie gives, and hes pafl^age within this realme : And thcfe 
prefents to be publifhed to all our foveraigne Lords lieges. 
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
